Seminary  President  to 
Address  Mizrachi  Banquet 


RABBI  SAUL  SILBER 


Rabbi  Saul  Silber,  the  president  of  the 
Hebrew  Theological  College  of  Chicago, 
will  deliver  the  principal  address  at  the 
annual  Mizrachi  banquet,  to  be  held  in 
the  Talmud  Torah  Hall,  Sunday,  Dec. 
13th,  6.30  p.m.  Known  throughout  the 
Jewish  world  for  his  excellent  work  in 
developing  out  of  a small  Yeshiva  a 
dynamic  theological  seminary,  Rabbi 
Silber  has  continued  to  occupy  the  same 
pulpit  in  Chicago  for  thirty-five  years. 
His  understanding  of  the  American  Jew- 
ish scene  has  made  his  opinions  respect- 
ed in  all  circles  where  Jewish  problems 
are  studied,  while  his  original  style  in 
Yiddish  prose  has  gained  for  him  a 
laige  literary  following.  His  colorful 
communal  career  includes  important 
contributions  to  the  founding  of  the  Mt. 
Sinai  Jewish  Hospital  in  Chicago,  the 
Jewish  Charities  of  Chicago,  Vaad  Ha’- 
Chinuch,  the  Marks  Nathan  Orphan 
Home,  and  the  Old  Peoples’  Home  of 
Chicago. 

One  of  the  earliest  folowers  of  Rabbi 
Meyer  Berlin,  the  world  president  of 
Mizrachi,  Rabbi  Silber  helped  to  lay  the 
foundations  for  the  Mizrachi  ideal  in  the 
I'nited  States,  and  he  is  today  a very 
active  vice-president  in  the  American

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The  Need  for  Mizrachi  Zionism 

To  an  alarming  degree,  the  conventions  of  several 
Zionist  groups  this  past  year  have  found  it  necessary  to 
state  with  great  emphasis  that  they  are  in  favor  of  the 
undiluted  Zionism  that  Dr.  Herzl  and  his  supporters 
championed.  Why  alarming?  Apparently  ideas  have  gain- 
ed circulation  among  many  who  consider  themselves  good 
Zionists  that  the  wisest  policy  for  them  to  follow  leads 
along  paths  of  appeasement  and  compromise.  No  longer 
are  such  people  scattered  individuals;  they  are  making 
themselves  heard  through  powerful  organized  units  with- 
in the  world  movement.  To  meet  their  challenge  the  neces- 
sity arose  for  the  reassertion  of  the  original  Herzlian 
doctrine. 

It  is  but  natural  that  those  whose  interest  in  Zion 
stems  from  economic,  philanthropic,  secular-nationalistic 
or  materialistic  considerations  should  be  prepared  to  wel- 
come any  solution  to  the  Palestinian  problem  that  pro- 
mises to"  be  expedient  for  the  moment.  Where,  however, 
Zionism  grows  out  of  a deep  spiritual  conviction  that 
the  Holy  Land  is  divinely  ordained  for  the  Holy  People, 
there  can  be  no  room  for  the  geographical  or  the  political 
carving  schemes  that  are  being  advanced  in  some  quart- 
ers- It  is  sad  enough  to  be  eternally  at  loggerheads  with 
the  stubborn  blindness  of  Jews  who  still  tremble  at  the 
very  mention  of  our  desire  to  build  up  our  Plomeland, 
without  being  confronted  with  internal  tendencies  to- 
wards the  liquidation  of  Israel’s  strongest  hope;  but  since 
such  tendencies  have  arisen,  we  may  surely  be  grateful 
for  the  existence  of  a staunch  group  whose  religious  fer- 
vor will  never  consent  to  a diminution  of  our  claims  to 
the  soil  of  our  ancestors.  The  Mizrachi  Organization  has 
never  believed,  does  not  believe  today,  nor  will  ever  be- 
lieve that  the  final  answer  for  Eretz  Israel  can  be  attain- 
ed in  any  other  form  except  to  have  all  of  it  administered 
and  controlled  by  Israel’s  children. 

When,  therefore,  we  are  asked  this  month  to  sup- 
port the  cause  of  Mizrachi,  let  us  keep  in  mind  not  only 
the  remarkably  successful  school  system  it  has  created 
in  PaU'Stine,  the  heroic  Mizrachi  colonies  and  the  unbe- 
lievable accomplishments  of  their  pioneer  workers,  the 
brilliant  institutions  of  higher  Jewish  learning  sponsored 
by  Mizrachi  leaders,  but  the  indispensable  need  for  the 
voice  of  this  philosophy  to  be  heard  in  contemporary 


Zionism.  In  a period  when  conscientious  spirits  all  over 
the  world  spend  many  restless  days  over  the  problem  of 
what  we  should  like  to  see  as  the  outcome  of  this  war, 
our  people  must  make  certain  that  the  fair  requests  we 
bring  in  have  the  authority  of  spiritual  recognition  be- 
hind them.  The  world  without,  as  well  as  farsighted 
Zionists  within,  will  appreciate  the  vital  role  Mizrachi 
plays  in  presenting  our  maximum  case,  which  is  our  mini- 
mum requirement,  and  which  merits  the  positive  response 
of  those  who  would  write  the  peace. 


The  Synagogue  Conies  First 

When  should  a man  become  a member  of  a synago- 
gue ? As  soon  as  he  is  in  a position  to  pay  annual  dues  to 
any  organization. 

Unfortunately,  a considerable  number  pay  their  dues 
first  to  several  other  societies  and  organizations  and  do 
not  join  a synagogue  until  they  consider  themselves 
capable  of  paying  that  membership  over  and  above  the 
earlier  obligations.  Is  it  true,  that  the  synagogue  has 
so  little  to  offer  the  religiously  indifferent  person  that 
he  is  unwilling  to  give  it  financial  support?  While  that 
thought  is  expressed  rather  frequently,  it  will  not  stand 
up  beneath  careful  analysis. 

The  fact  is  that  the  synagogue  is  the  basic  unit  in 
communal  organization,  that  our  activities  could  no  soon- 
er thrive  without  it  than  the  human  body  without  healthy 
cells.  The  Jewish  congregation  is,  indeed,  the  mouthpiece 
of  the  Jewish  people,  despite  the  occasional  attempts  of 
some  bodies  to  usurp  unto  themselves  that  prerogative. 
A mouthpiece  need  not  speak  constantly,  but  it  must  be 
able  to  speak  with  authority  and  dignity  whenever  the 
situation  warrants.  Asain,  a mouthpiece  may  express  its 
views  in  the  mere  silence  of  its  being,  and  there  is  a 
wholesome  reverence  for  the  synagogue  in  the  non-Jew- 
ish  world  that  in  itself  justifies  the  membership  of  every 
Hebrew  son. 

In  Ottawa,  in  particular,  our  synagogues  occupy  an 
eminent  position.  To  see  that  fact  clearly,  imagine  how 
our  Jewish  community  would  look  without  them-  Jewish 
education,  kosher  meat,  Hadassah  teas,  Bnai  Brith  religi- 
ous principles — how  would  these,  and  similar  activities, 
fare  in  a synagogue-less  community?  Actually,  the  man 
who  pays  his  synagogue  dues  has  a right  to  consider  that 
he  lays  the  foundation  for  every  major  enterprise  in  Otta- 
wa Jewry.  Thus,  the  synagogue  offers  him  the  satisfac- 
tion of  making  possible  every  meritorious  kind  of  Jewish 
service. 

If,  now,  we  add  to  this  general  picture  the  undeniable 
truth  that  most  men  acknowledge  a need  for  the  direct 
religious  facilities  the  synagogue  makes  available  to 
them — whether  during'  the  holidays,  for  a Yahrzeit,  at 
the  birth  of  a son  or  daughter,  the  celebration  of  a wed- 
ding— we  are  led  to  the  conclusion  that  synagogue  mem- 
bership should  be  a paramount  consideration  in  the  bud- 
get of  the  Jewish  family.  Would  it  be  revolutionary  to 
suggest,  that  our  other  Jewish  societies  should  have  an 
ur-written  law  not  to  accept  as  a member  anybody  who 
has  not  first  become  affiliated  with  a congregation?  In 
any  event,  let  us  adopt  as  a practical  slogan  the  theme. 
The  Synagogue  Comes  First- 
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Your  Rabbi  Said: 

The  Biblical  definition  of  an  angel  is 
one  who  gives  a blessing  before  going 

away The  ritual  of  Judaism  does  for 

its  ideals  what  the  handle  does  for  the 
hammer:  affords  the  leverage  that 

makes  possible  the  driving  power....  A 
religious  value  is  not  only  something  to 
live  for,  but  something  to  live  by....  Some 
say,  not  everybody  can  be  an  idealist; 
I say,  a man  cannot  be  at  all,  except  he 
be  an  idealist....  Some  people  always 
grumble  about  the  price  they  paid; 
others  bubble  over  with  enthusiasm 
about  the  article  they  acquired.  Like- 
wise, with  the  attitude  of  Jews  towards 
their  Judaism.

If  you  desire  the  co-operation  of  your 
synagogue  and  your  rabbi  in  making  the 
Bar  Mitzvah  of  your  son  impressive,  do 
not  spring  the  event  upon  them  sudden- 
ly. The  officers  of  your  congregation 
and  the  rabbi  should  be  notified  at  least 
three  months  in  advance.

Mr.  M.  B.  Abrams,  the  president  of 
the  lodge,  who  returned  from  a meeting 
of  the  Canadian  Conference  of  Bnai  Brith 
at  Kitchener,  informed  the  executive 
committee  of  the  Ottawa  Lodge  that 
Rabbi  Klaperman’s  analysis  of  the  Hillel 
Foundation  he  dircts  at  Queen’s  Uni- 
versity was  the  high  point  of  the  meet- 
ing. Because  many  Jewish  young  men 
and  women  of  Ottawa  are  attending 
that  school  at  present,  the  message  of 
the  Hillel  Director  should  prove  most 
interesting.

A Call  to  Duty 

The  savage  exterminaton  of  our  fel- 
low Jews  in  Europe  emphasizes  more 
cruelly  and  more  tragically  than  ever 
before  the  urgency  of  our  task  in  re- 
building our  Homeland.  Every  Jewish 
family  rendered  homeless  and  hopeless 
by  the  ravages  of  war  increases  our 
responsibility  to  our  people.  Every  Jew 
murdered  by  a nazi  firing  squad  imposes 
on  us  st. 11  another  sacred  obligation 

We  must  therefore  rededicate  our- 
selves anew  to  our  duty  of  strengthen- 
ing Eretz  Israel  in  the  war  and  of  pre- 
paring it  for  its  role  in  the  peace.  The 
Mizrachi  Palestine  Appeal,  by  fortifying- 
the  people  and  institutions  of  Eretz  Is- 
rael and  by  helping  to  rebuild  our  Home- 
land in  the  spirit  of  our  traditions  and 
ideals,  is  a vital  instrumentality  in  that 
task. 

The  Jews  of  Eretz  Israel,  in  the  front 
line  of  battle  for  Jewish  survival  and  a 
Jewish  future,  have  responded  nobly  and 
heroically  to  the  sacrifices  that  are  be- 
ing demanded  of  them.  We  in  this  coun- 
try, surely,  can  do  no  less. 

I am  certain  that  the  Ottawa  Jewish 
Community,  through  its  response  to  the 
Mizrachi  Palestine  Appeal,  will  reveal 
its  recognition  of  the  urgency  of  the 
hour  and  the  grave  needs  of  our  people.
